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GHINAMAY ENTER 
AGAINST GERMANY 


Ready to Declare War on 
Teutons if Allies Guaran- 
tee Proper Rewards — Al- 
lies Anxious to Bring 
China In. 


Washington, March 2—Success of 
negotiations looking to China’s entrance 
into the war against the central pow- 
ers, which are in progress at Pekin 
and in all the entente capitals, it was 
learned here today, depends only upon 
the harmonizing of the rewards to be 
given China with the amount of co- 
operation demanded of her. It is re- 
garded as probable that China will de- 
clare war on Germany if the entente 
will guarantee satisfactory relaxation 
of the restrictions imposed upon the 
eastern empire by the world powers 
after the Boxer troubles. 

Facts learned today from official and 
diplomatic circles elear up much of 
the obscurity which has overhung 
events in the Far East recently. Occa- 
sional vague dispatches from China and 
references in the reichstag to “‘China’s 
abandonment of neutrality” have 
thrown only dim light upon Germany's 
endeavor to keep China out of the 
ttrugegle, the entente’s moves to bring 
her in and China’s reluctance to change 
her presenf status of peace without 
adequate guarantees. 

China desires to secure the complete 
remission of the Boxer jindemnities, 
Which total over $30,000,000 a year 
and continue until 1940. If she enter- 
ed the war, the part which otherwise 
would be paid to Austria and Germany 
could be repudiated. Information here 
indicates that the entente already has 
agreed to postpone payments in case 
China begins hostilities, but does not 
corroborate Tien Tgin advices that 
France and Belgium, in behalf of the 
powers, have offered complete remis- 
sion. 

China also desires consent of the 
powers to increase her import duties. 
The United States has long urged this 
on the other sixteen signatory powers, 
but so far only Japan and Great Britain 
have given full consent. 

The entente powers on their part are 
anxiou's to have China in the war, not 
only as a reservoir of men, but as 
the biggest open trade market after 
the war.

FOR MANY HOURS 
WITHOUT VERDICT 


After Being Hopelessly 
Deadlocked for Six Hours 
Last Night Jury Retires

MOTHER AND WIFE IN TEARS 
WHILE ROGERS FACES JURY 
While his lawyers pleaded for an 
acquittal, the aged mother and the 
young wife of Boots Rogers, accused 
of highway robbery, sat beside him 
and wept silently yesterday after- 
noon in Judge Hill’s courtroom. 
Two bobbed-haired little ones, 
both girls, and neither older than 
four years, climbed upon the Knees 
of the accused father and weeping 


mother during the course of the aft- 
ernoon session of the Rogers trial. 
Mrs. Rogers held a third child—an 
infant of a few months—in her lap. 


With the balloting reported to be 9 to 
2 for acquittal, the jury in the W. W. 
“Boots” Rogers trial, on the charge of 
highway robbery, was deadlocked at 
midnight last night, with little hope 
for a verdict. The jurors retired in 
their rooms in the Majestic hotel short- 
ly after midnight, after deliberating 
exactly six houra 


Shortly before the jury retired to 
make a verdicta sensation was sprung 
in the courtroom When.a-prisoner-wit- 
ness took the stand to testify to an al- 
leged attémpt made in the Tower to 
get Dan Carr, convicted highwayman, 
to assume guilt in the A. H. Boykin 
pay roll robbery and face trial instead 
of Rogers.

Cooper Takes Stand. 

Cooper was the final witness for the 
prosecution. He was brought from the 
Tower in the custody of deputy sher- 
iffs, and held in the prison in the base- 
ment of the courthouse until time for 
his appearance on the stand. He told 
a story to the effect that he had over- 
heard in his cell—which he shared with 
Dan Carr—an attempt made by R. R. 
Shropshire, a lawyer, to get Carr to 
confess to the A. H. Boykin robbery in 
order that “Boots” Rogers would not 
have to face trial. 

“The lawyer said that Hugh 
would represent him,” said the witness, 
“and that if he was convicted he would 
be ultimately pardoned. Carr told the 
lawyer that if Mr. Dorsey wanted to 
see him, that he would have to be car- 
ried to Mr. Dorsey's office. There was 
a second conference. This time I was 
taken out of the cell.” 

After the witness had left the stand, 
Hugh Dorsey, counsel for “Boots” Rog- 
ers, was sworn in and mounted the wit- 
ness chair to rebut the prisoner’s story. 
HHe had but started to answer the ques- 
tions of Associate Counsel John W. 
Moore, when John A. Boykin, solicitor 
general, arose to disclaim the story of 
Cooper, saying that the state had not 
accepted the testimeny, and that it was 
unnecessary for Mr. Dorsey or his asso- 
ciates to deny the charge. Whereupon 
the governor-elect quit the stand. 

Rogers Makes Statement. 

“Roots” Rogers made a second ‘state- 
ment Friday afternoon, in which he 
said that after he had thoroughly in- 
vestigated the robbery of which he was 
accused, he saw that he would be com- 
pelled to depend upon the alibi which 
was furnished by perscns who had seen 
him on the morning of December 2, the 
day on which A. H. Boykin was robbed 


of $1,500 on Lang avenue. He stated 
that he was depending solely on the ali- 
bi, when he received the telephone call 
from Mrs. Viola Tyler offering to help 
dictagraph Yarter, who is accused by 
Rogers of the Boykin robbery. 

Yarter, besides being bound over from 
commitment court to the criminal divij- 
sion of superior court, was Friday in- 
dicted by the grand jury on the charge 
of robbing Boykin. He is being held in 
jail on a heavy bond.

LOSSES BY SUBMARINES 
OFFSET BY NEW SHIPS 


New York, March 2.—Shipping de- 
stroyed since the war began, exclusive 
of war vessels, represents ten per cent 
of the world’s merchant marine as it 
existed on August 1, 1914, according to 
figures published by The Journal of 
Commerce today. Construction of new 
ships has offset most of the losses, it 
was stated. 

The statistics record the destruction 
of 2,573 vessels of 4,811,100 gross tons, 
of which more than half was owned by 
Great Britain. The next heaviest suf- 
ferer has been Norway, with France 
third, Italy fourth and Germany fifth. 
Entente losses have been about 75 per 
cent of the total, and Teutonic 20 per 
cent. 

The figures list 202 vessels of ap- 
proximately 420,460 gross tonnage, defi- 
nitely reported destroyed during Feb- 
ruary. This compares with 164 vessels 
of $38,851 gross tonnage in January. 
The February figures were highest for 
a single month.

In his letter Chairman Candler made 
it clear that the opinion of the com- 
mission did not criticise the method 
adopted by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company in keeping its accounts 
nor charge improper listing of its as- 
sets. 

The original hearing before the com- 
mission developed the fact that the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
had applied to the improvement of its 
plant and service funds that could have 
been properly distributed as dividends 
to the stockholders, and the decision of 
the commission, while recognizing the 
right of the company to have distribut- 
ed such funds as cash dividends, holds 
that under the law conferring jurisdic- 
tion upon the commission to authorize 
the issue of securities by public service 
corporations no authority conferred 
to validate _the issue of non-interest 
bearing scrip representing the future 
payment of present dividends. 

The question had never arisen since 
the enactment of the railroad commis- 
sion bill extending its jurisdiction over 
public service corporations, and the de- 
cision merely affords a definite ruie 
for the future guidance of such cor- 


porations, in providing the method to be 
adopted in the payment of dividends.

Hitchcock Explains Measure. 

In his opening statement Senator 
Hitchcock said he regretted that Sen- 
ator Stone could not manage the bill, 
recited the powers asked of congre'ss 
by the president, and continued:

Both Senator Poindexter and Senator 
Brandegee insisted that war would be 
certain if an American armed ship 
should sink a German submarine. 

“I believe that the first of their 
submarines we should sink Germany 
would declare war,” said Senator Bran- 
degee. 

‘“Even if we have war with Germany 
it would be nominal, because of phys- 
ical conditions,’ said Senator Poindex- 
ter, ‘perhaps fortunately for us in our 
present condition. No glory can come 
from a conflict with Germany, | bled 
white and staggering, but much dis- 
honor ean come from abandoning our 
right to travel the seas, although there 
is a wide propaganda in favor of it.’ 

Murder of American citizens at sea is 
just as actionable as their murder by 
invasion of American soil, the Wash- 
ington senator declared in conclusion.

“Fellow citizens,—gentlemen of the 
convention—the people’s mind has been 
inflamed,” he sheuted. “The hireling 
press has inflamed them so that we 
hardly dare deliberate here.” 

The senator said he did not question 
the president’s power or his discre- 
tion, but opposed the bill because he 
felt that under it sooner or later, an 
American ship, with American guns 
and American gunners would meet a 
German submarine. 

“When that gun roars,” he said, ‘It 
will be an American gun speaking and 
that will mean war. If we go to war 
with Germany we must carry the war 
to her shores and I am thinking of the 
millions of young men of this country.” 

At midnight there was no sign when 
a vote might be reached. Several sen- 
ators, including La Follette and Cum- 
mins, had announced their intention 
of addressing the senate at length on 
the bill and many others were wait- 
ing an opportunity to speak. It began 
to look like an all-night session.

Unquestionably the house today, aft- 
er having adopted the amendment 
urged so earnestly by The Constitution, 
decided to kill the measure itself be- 
cause of its determination to take no 
chances of involving the federal ju- 
diciary in polftics. 

The action of the house today puts a 
complete end to the matter, and any 
further legislation of this nature would 
have to be taken up before the new 
congress as an entirely new proposi- 
tion. It also undoubtedly assures that 
in future no further effort at the kind 
of discrimination which would have 
been the result of the Smith-Webb bill 
will be undertaken, and that any fur- 
ther efforts to clothe the president 
with power to remove either district 
or circuit judges from office will have 
hard going. 

One of the significant features of the 
fight waged over the Smith-Webb bill 
was that, although the adherents of the 
measure sought to convey the opinion 
that it was an administrative measure, 
never at any time did President Wilson 
officially convey to congress any intl- 
mation that the bill under consideration 
was an administration measure.

“From the standpoint of these con- 
siderations I said in my answer to 
America merely that Germany now as 
before, was ready to negotiate on con- 
dition that establishment of the barred 
zones against our enemies be not im- 


paired. We only hinted at our readi- 
ness to enter into more detailed nego- 
tiations witn America in regard to the 
admission of pa’ssenger ships. 

“The Swiss minister at Washington 
transmitted our communication,” See- 
retary Zimmermann continued, “and 
thereupon received from Mr. Lansing 
a note in very polite terms.

HOUSEHOLD ECONOMIES 
AND BIGGER FOOD CROPS 


Urged by Secretary Houston 
as Measures to Reduce 
Cost of Living. 


Washington, March 2.—Greater food 
crops and the practice of household 
economies were urged by Secretary of 
Agriculture Houston today as measures 
to help reduce the cost of living. 
American families, he estimated in a 
statement on the food situation, waste 
in their kitchens annually more than 
$700,000,000 worth of edibles. 

There is nothing in the situation to 
justify hysteria, however, he declared, 
because there is no real shortage of 
food in the country. 

Mr. Houston emphasized the impor- 
tance of the food cost investigation di- 
rected by President Wilson, and held 
out hope that increased acreage this 
year may insure greater food supplies. 
Wheat and potatoes, he said, were un- 
usually short last year, but there will 
be ——— to supply very nearly normal 
neeas. 

The food problem cannot be solved, in 
the secretary’s opinion, through price- 
fixing by the federal or state govern- 
ments, but by “inkelligent planting and 
constructive action, in conjunction with 
the operation of normal forces.” 

Probe Urged of Prices. 

Urging a full inquiry into the causes 
of advancing prices, he said: 

“A full and satisfactory explanation 
of prevailing prices is not possible on 
the basis of existing knowledge. Where 
the food supply is located, who owns ix, 
what may be.the difficulties of secur- 
ing it, whether the local market con- 
ditions are due to car shortage, wheth- 
er there is artificial monopoly or con- 
trol no one can state with certainty. 
It is essential that we bave the facts 
not only because of the light they 
might throw on present conditions, but 
also ‘because they are prerequisite for 
the working out of a permanent, just 
and economical system of arketing. 
The investigation directed by. the pres- 
ident ought to be made promptly and 
congress ought to give the _ federal 
trade commission and the department 
of agriculture the necessary funds.” 

Limitation of waste in the kitchen, 
he pointed out, would do much towards 
affording partial and immediate relief 
from oppressive prices. Prices must be 
maintained at a certain level, or farm- 
ers will not increase their output, Mr. 
Houston declared, and either the gov- 
ernment or the community must guar- 
antee a reasonable price.

This would give us an availa- 
ble export surplus of 164,000,000 bush- 
els.”’ 

The secretary pointed to an increas- 
ing meat supply and to a largely in- 
creased acreage of wheat last fall, and 
predicts a large increase this spring. A 
big vield on this acreage, he _ says, 
should give the country a 1,000,000,000- 
bushel wheat crop.
